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RUSSIA SQUEALS 

If J. M. Roberts, Jr., foreign affairs analyst 
for the Asaoclated Press, la right, the turning 
point hQ3 been reached In this country's 
relationships with Russia. 

Not since the end of the war have we seen 
any news dispatch as frank as that In which 
Analyst Roberts described what the United 
States Is dolnfj In preparation for any even- 
tuality with Russia. 

It's because a rlnf of steel Ls bclnfi built 
up against any further attempts of com' 
munLit agBrcsslon, that Russia Is beglnnlnK 
to squeal, as Roberts explains It. And ho 
predicts we'll be hearing a lot more squealing 
from Moscow from here on out. 

This analysis was not all speculation with 
the AP observer because he submitted con- 
vincing evidence, such as the $10,000,000 
base which the army la constructing on 
Okinawa. 

Henry Wallace. Son. Glen Taylor and the 
usual cross-section of pacifists will con- 
demn all such preparations and precautions 
as war-mongering. They would even go so 
far OS to hold us to blame should war with 
Ru-Ula become a reality, even though Russia 
has shown no Inclination to establish a world 
peace. 

We're more Inclined to gain some reassur- 
ance from Analyst Robert's report. At least 
wo can feel that our country has not been 
asleep to the Russian menace, even though 
we have leaned over backwards to placate 
the surly bear. 

What If we followed out the reasoning of 
Wallace and Taylor to the point of making 
ft fool's gesture? What if we discontinued 
military preparations and gave the world 
the atomic bomb? What If we forced our- 
Belvcs to believe that Russia had no ulterior 
motive In spite of her determined aggressive- 
ness? Where would that put us In the event 
of another Pearl Harbor? 

When we stop to think this all out, we have 
never been on aggressor nation. Not only 
that, we have probably done more than any 
other country on earth to promote a world 
peace.

We admire our country's present attitude of 
not apologizing for those precautionary steps 
which are being forced upon us. 

Russia has asked for It all with her arro- 
gance, deception and secretlvcncss. There's 
nothing about her actions which would make 
any claims of friendship ring true.

BAD COMPANY FOR WAIXAC^ 
Henry Wallace Is presenting himself to the 
country as a sort of spiritual reincarnation 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt. But he cannot 
bring himself to repudiate communist sup- 
port, as the late President did. On this point, 
In fact, he stands In direct opposition to Mr. 
Roosevelt's vleft-s. 

Mr. Wallace says he has seen no evidence 
to support the charge that commuqlsts ad- 
vocate the violent overthrow of our govern- 
ment. In view of the communist literature 
available and the past utterances of American 
communists, it must be that Mr. Wallace 
chooses to shut his eyes to the evidence. 

This aspect of the Wnllace-communlst as- 
sociation may not seem too Important. 
America appears no closer to a communist- 
led revolution today than Mr. Wallace docs to 
the presidency. But Mr. Wallace Is shutting 
his eyes to more than the evidence of the 
world-revolution goal which communists have 
been working toward since Karl Marx pointed 
It out 100 years ago. 

If Mr. Wallace's public statements repre- 
sent his true feelings, he Is also shutting j 
hia eyes to the tale of most Innocents who 
submit to the communist embrace. "Any 
communists who support the Independent 
ticket," he says, "will be supporting our pro- 
gram, not the communist program." 

That Is a remarkably guileless statement 
from a man who has been In national politics 

■ for the last 15 years. The third party can- 
didate may dismiss the Frankenstein story 
as a fable. But can he dismiss the experi- 
ences of some of his contemporaries — Sidney 
Hlliman and John L. Lewis, for instance?" 

Wallace may find the communists echoing 
his sentiments and carrying him' aloft in 
triumph.

But It Injustice must be done 
through honest error by the Judge, 
he ihould wrlto the reasons why he 
decided as he did. It Is not an easy 
ti^k and the aalorles of Judges are 
not BUtficlcnt for high-class louiera 
ho are also good writers. 
We often gel more ability and 
lesl ttiin pay tor. But In too 
many other coses we get Just about 
value received. That means laiy- 
mlndtd. Indolent men who lack the 
;;haracier and education to reallu 
tlist they are supposed to personify 
equal Justice under low. 

There Is a class of federal case* In 
which the government Is a party In 
which some Judges, through lailnesa, 
discouragement. Initial lock ot char- 
acter or political corruption of soul, 
refuse to decide honestly. 

It Is sate tor auch a Judge to 
thnw 0 case out of court, thus ex- 
cusing the defendant from Jec^ordy 
by an arbitrary, outrageous deci- 
sion which cannot be appealed or 
i-hlch the department of Justice will 
ot take the trouble to oppeal, even 
It tlie rlRht of appeal cxliLa. 
There Is ohop talk m the courts.

I bellere the Harry Bridges depor- 
tation case ts suspect In that the 
deparUaent of Justice saw lo It that 
no Jury of American cltUcni vrtr.

Only Judges sat In thla case be- 
cause It Involved a petition for a 
writ ot habeas corpus. Still, Bridges 
lojt all ihe way to the supreme 
court, wliere the bench had been 
loaded by Roosevelt with the advice 
ot a coterla of pro-eommunlsts. 

That was clever, keeping the luue 
and the evidence out of reach of a 
Jury. 

Even some of the good federal 
Judges are aplrltually debilitated. 
Good men see t*rrlble monstrosities 
day after day which Jurisdiction and 
decor^ira place beyond their touch. 
A Judge m New York apoke with 
resignation about the unspeakable 
abuse of the bankruplo' lawa by 
thieving, professional deod-bealj. 



A pedestrian Injured by an auto- 
mobile wins a Judgment tor tiffX. 
He tries to attach the defendant * 
property but finds him bankrupt. 
Hie very automobile which did the 
damage Is auctioned almost secretly, 
from Uie courthouse steps, and Is 
bought for a few doIUirs by the 
bankrupt's tirolhcr with the bank- 
hupt'a own money. 

Bankruptcy was an act of the 
British parliament to relieve mer- 
chant traders who had honestly ic^l 
their all by shipwreck or piracy. In 
our countrj'. especially In New York 
and particularly in Brooklj-n. It Is 
corruption. 

In naturalliatlon cases, particu- 
larly where the petitioner Is the 
protege of aome American society 
*1tli a large treasury and hsThe- 
nated loyalty, some federal Judgea 
con.slslenlly decide In favor ot the 
Immigrants In flagrant defiance of 
Uie facta.

PUngs and I, nudnlck of Pennsyl- 
vania Slate coUeje, The aclentuta 
are hunting for sooie »ort of a loud- 
speaker lo kill crop Insects. 

The siren makes a noise too high- 
pitched for human ears to hear. Bat 
after a IllUe while a penon dote 
to It gets dlny. He doca not have 
to be In the sound stream— tn tact. 
It any part ot him Is directly in the ' 
beam of sound close up, that part 
gets ver>' hot. 

If a hand Ls placed In the stream, 
with flncera touching, the places 
where ihey touch td burned. The 
temperature at these flesh coolact 
points Jumps to more than ISO
